He was p u rsu ed by an 
angry mob of Slavs, who charged him 
with having sold Bradley and his men 
ou t to tin* Coffeen Coal and Cop p er 
comp any.

The su p ervisors held a con­ 
ference with the sheriff and mayor and

When Queen Victoria aHoeuded the 
throne, tbete were no telegraphs in this 
country and few’ railways. 
The mails 
were forwarded by ooach, and the post­ 
age rates were to all hut the well to do 
prohibitive. 
If cost from 4d. to is. 8 d. 
to send a "sin gle” letter under an 
ounce in weight iroin one part of the 
kingdom to another. 
There were some 
40 charges, varying according to dis­ 
tance, the average rate being 9rl„, or 
half the da®'s wage of a laborer. 
A 
“ sin gle” letter mean t a single piece of 
paper (adhesive envelopes had not been 
invented), and the addition of a second 
scrap of paper made the letter a “ dou 
l» le” one. 
The postage was paid on de­ 
livery by the recipient, and as no cred­ 
it was given the incursion of a postman 
into a poor neighborhood was watched 
on ull sides with fear rafh**r than hope 
Coleridge, the poet, saw a poor wom­ 
an declining to accept a letter on the 
score of inability to pay. 
The goo* 
uaturcd hard (doubtless with some diffi 
culty) found the required ninepence 
despite 
the woman's remonstrances. 
When the postman had gone away, shf 
showed Coleridge that the letter xvas 
but a blank sheet of paper. Her brother 
had arranged to send her at intervals 
such a sheet, addressed in a certain 
fashion, as evidence that all was w’ell 
with him, and she as regularly, after 
inspecting the address, refused to accept 
it. Home humorist on one occasion sent 
out large numbers of letters, eaeh on a 
sheet as large as a tablecloth, all of 
which had to he delivered as “ sin gle” 
missives. 
This system practically stifled written 
intercourse among the working class and 
pressed with severity upon the middle 
class, but the rich and highly placed 
en tirely escaped postal taxation. 
The 
privilege of franking covered the corre­ 
spondence not only of ministers, peers 
and members of 
parliament, hut of 
their relatives, friends and acquaint 
ances. 
While in one year early in the 
queen ’s reign no less than ?,400,000 
letters were franked, a single London 
firm paid annually L’l 1,000 for postage 
and a w riter in The (Quarterly referred 
flippantly to “ so slight and rare an in ­ 
ciden t in a laborer’s life as the receipt 
of a letter.” 
Among the “ packets” 
franked was a grand piano. 
An army 
of clerks was employed to fix the charges 
to be collected, and the postal revenue 
remained stationary I» etween 18 15 and 
18 35, although in the same period the 
population increased from 10,500,000 to 
25.600.000. 
Moved by this state of things, parlia 
mont in 18 30 adopted Rowland H ill’s 
proposal of uniform inland penny post 
age, which came into operation on Jan.

TIi« Ma tch Industry In A m erica . 
The first 
manufactory of 
friction 
matches was located in the center of the 
Connecticut valley, in the historic com­ 
mun ity known as Chicopee street.

principle of this invention had betn 
thought out in Europe, hut bright Yan ­ 
kee min ds were q u ick to catch the idea 
from across the water, and the m an u­ 
facture progressed as rapidly here as 
there. 
The credit for this inven tion is 
probably due to John Walker, a chem ­ 
ist, who lived in En glan d 
111 Hfcockton- 
on-Tecs. 
He was experimen tin g with 
chlorate of potash and found th at it 
could be in stan tly ignited by friction 
when coated on a stick with phosphorus 
and drawn through folded sandpaper. 
This discovery was made in 18 29 , and, 
the attention of Michael Faraday called 
to the new idea, it soon became popu­ 
lar, and tin» m an ufacture was started 
nearly simultaneously in Europe and 
America. The first factory for the mak­ 
ing of friction matches on a largo scale 
is stated to have been established 
111 
Vienna 111 18 8 3, but the factory on Chic­ 
opee street, was run n in g nearly as early 
as this, if not before — Hpringiield Re­ 
publican.

identified with the history of Mexico. 
Here the treaty of peace between the 
I nited States and Mexico was ratified 
in 1848, and here Maximilian made his 
last stand in 1807, was obliged to su r­ 
render and was shot. 
Everybody is in­ 
terested in Maximilian mainly on ac­ 
cou nt of poor Uarlotta. Maximilian was 
execu ted on the Cerro de las Oampau as 
and with him Generals Miramin and 
Media, 
i lie place is mark ed by three 
little crosses of stone. 
The two gen- | 
erals were k illed at the first volley, bu t 
Maximilian, who had req u ested that he 
be shot throu gh the body 
that 
his 
mother might look u pon his face, was 
only wou nded, and a second firing was 
req u ired to k ill him. 
The emperor had been led to believe 
that Carlotta was dead. She became in­ 
sane from grief and was k ept in an asy­ 
lu m for many years, bu t she still lives 
and still mou rns for her dead hu sband 
and the loss of her throne. 
The United 
States government protested against the 
execu tion of Maximilian, hu t in vain, 
Ju arez refu sing to spare him. 
There aie all k inds of relics of Maxi­ 
milian in Mexico— the Ytu rbide thea­ 
ter, where he was tried and condemned, 
the table on which the death w arrant 
was signed, the wooden stools on which 
the prisoners sat du ring the trial and 
the coffin of M aximilian, whose remains 
were su bseq u ently sent to Au stria and 
bu ried at Miramar. 
I confess I do not 
share in any sentiment of pity for Max­ 
imilian, who was an adventu rer w ith­ 
ou t a shadow of right in Mexico and 
took the chances of war. 
He was, it is 
tru e, a victim of Napoleon and of his 
own ambition and was very scu rvily 
treated by those w ho had indu ced him 
to set u p his throne in Mexico, bu t to 
have released him wou ld have been to 
establish a claim ant for the Mexican 
throne. 
It was better that this man 
shou ld die than that thou sands shou ld 
be sacrificed in the wars he wou ld su ro- 
ly have fomented if he had been allowed 
to live.—Philadelphia Ledger

very rare with newspaper women. The 
feeling between the two sexes is u su ally 
friendly 
each recognizing where the 
othvr can do better work . The great in­ 
crease of newspaper women is du e not 
to any competition between men and 
women, bu t to the fact that the devel­ 
opment of tin* modern newspaper neces­ 
sitate* the gathering of news where 
women are more q u alified to act than 
men —Self < Tdtu re.

How a Chinese work man manages to 
su pport his family and remain sleek and 
fat on the wages ho receives is an ever­ 
lasting mystery to the Eu ropean and 
American. The Chinese are a people of 
marvelou s economy. They will su pport 
a family, fu rnishing food, clothes, shel­ 
ter, from a small garden which they 
call a farm, bu t which iu A m erica 
wou ld not more than fu rnish an Amu r 
ican family with early vegetables. 
In cities the laboring men receive the 
merest pittance. 
In Canton, where la­ 
borers are better paid than iu other parts 
of China, sk illed work men live on these 
wages: 
Shoemak er, 
$4 
per month; 
black smith, $5 per month; fine ivory 
carver, $12 per month; tailor, $5 per 
mou th; fine embroiderer, $4 per month; 
designer, $B per month; silversmith, $8 
per month. 
The Chinese are su perstitiou s, and 
the work men su pport, in addition to 
their temples and pagodas and priests, 
which receive more in proportion than 
the chu rches of Eu rope and America, 
idol mak ers, geomancers, fortu ne tell­ 
ers, physiognomists, soothsayers, astrol­ 
ogers and interpreters of dreams, w ho 
exist by thou sands and coin all the mou - 
ey they want. 
Another thing which 
mak es money for a certain class is the 
Chinese cu stom of bu rning great q u an­ 
tities of 
“ spirit 
m oney,” im itation 
coins, which are su pposed to be legal 
tender for dead relatives. 
One city 
alone employs 100,000 people in m ak ing 
this cash for ghosts. 
Pecu liar su perstitions embarrass the 
work man. For instance, carpenters and 
bu ilders have to exercise great care in 
selecting a ridgepole for a hou se. 
It 
mu st have neither crack s nor k nots, and 
iu it a small hole mu st be made and 
filled w ith gold leaf and the whole 
beam painted red. 
This insu res good 
lu ck for the owner of the hou se. 
The tea trade employs thou sands of 
persons. 
The laborers receive from $2 
to $10 per month, according to their 
grade of w ork .—Chicago News.

When a cotton waist is to be fre 
q u ently washed and if not lined with 
piece of the same goods or w ith white 
lawn it shou ld have a yok e, inside or 
ou t, of the same fabric, and facing 
arou nd and u nder the arm sizes, this 
being where most of the wear comes. 
Rou nd waists worn beneath the sk irt 
shou ld extend three inches below. 
The 
w aist and sleeves shou ld 
have 
the 
French or bag seams, which have the 
raw edges pu t together on the right side 
and a narrow seam tak en. 
Then they 
are tu rned to the wrong side and a tiny 
seam tak en, thu s hiding all raw edges. 
If cotton plaids are made u pon the bias, 
they are apt to pu ll ask ew in the iron­ 
ing. In bu ying embroidery to trim su ch 
gowns remember that patterns having 
small holes wear the best. ¡Su ch dresses 
shou ld be washed ou t q u ick ly and dried 
iu the shade. Do not u se strong soap on 
them. Piq u e, linen, crash, etc., shou ld 
be well shru nk before they u re made u p 
into waists or dresses. Allowance shou ld 
be made, for they are apt to shrink . 
Always tu rn down 1>8 inches at the 
top of wash sk irts, which can be let 
down when necessary. Use two threads 
half an inch apart in gathering the 
back s of sk irts. 
Ru n a worsted braid 
along the u nderside of wash dresses, 
letting the edge barely show, and shrink 
the braid iu boiling water before u sing 
it. In sewing on braid or velveteen hold 
it, not the sk irt, next to you .— Emma 
M Hooper in Ladies’ Home Jou rnal.
